$2,393,454.44, or 68.3 per cent, is 
assessed against 
corporations 
and 
$1,108,707,02, or

against firms and individuals. 
The 
average rate of taxation for firms 
and individuals is 1.96 per cent, and 
upon corporations 5.4 per cent. 
The 
number of taxpayers, excluding cor­ 
porations per 1.000

waukee to 2.55 in Burnett county. 
After deducting all the personal 
property offsets the commission an- 
proxiraates that the net yield of the 
income tax will be about $2,2 0 0,0 0 0.

Commissioner Emery asserts that 
“ the work of the department in im ­ 
proving the sanitary conditions of 
creameries, 
cheese 
factories 
and 
places where milk and cream are 
produced, saved to the producers of 
butter and cheese approximately $3,- 
000,000, or an average of $24 for 
each cheese factory and creamery 
patron in the state.” 
He finds that 
the price of W isconsin butter is from 
one cent to nearly three cents higher 
than that paid to butter producers 
in neighboring states. 
“Averages of these monthly fig­ 
ures.” continues the report, “ indi­ 
cate that the patrons of Wisconsin
